HISTORY 


APRIL  the  25th  1919,  fifteen  ladies  representing  a 
number  of  clubs  and  organizations  of  the  city,  met 
with  Miss  Adelaide  Fries  to  discuss  with  Mrs. 
Clarence  Johnson,  President  of  the  State  Federation  of 
Women’s  Clubs,  the  organization  of  a  Woman’s  Club  in 
Winston-Salem.  Led  on  by  the  enthusiasm  gathered  at  this 
meeting,  a  second  and  larger  gathering  took  place  on  April 
29,  at  the  home  of  Mrs.  H.  L.  Riggins,  at  which  time  it 
was  decided  to  call  a  mass  meeting  for  May  7,  1919. 

One  hundred  and  seventy  five  women  in  answer  to 
the  call,  met  in  the  Board  of  Trade  rooms  and  the 
Woman’s  Club  of  Winston-Salem  was  organized  with 
Mrs.  H.  E.  Rondthaler  as  President;  Mrs.  H.  L.  Rig¬ 
gins,  First  Vice-President;  Mrs.  Burton  Craig,  Second 
Vice-President;  Miss  Ruth  M.  Reed,  Recording  Secre¬ 
tary;  Miss  Margaret  Blair,  Corresponding  Secretary;  and 
Mrs.  J.  L.  Graham,  Treasurer.  These  officers,  together 
with  the  heads  of  the  departments  and  the  chairmen  of 
the  standing  committees  formed  a  governing  board 
known  as  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  entrance  to  one  or  more  de¬ 
partments  of  the  Club  is  optional,  there  has  been  much  en¬ 
thusiasm  shown  in  the  work  and  much  good  accomplished. 

The  Young  Women’s  Christian  Association  very 
kindly  offered  the  Club  the  use  of  their  rooms  until  a 
home  could  be  secured.  But  the  fact  that  the  membership 
has  grown  from  one  hundred  and  seventy  five  to  three 
hundred  and  eighty  makes  the  Club  feel  keenly  the  need 
of  a  home  and  much  work  is  being  done  to  make  this 
Club  Home  possible. 


REPORT  OF  RETIRING  PRESI¬ 
DENT 

March  2,  IQ2I 

The  second  year  of  activity  of  our  Woman’s  Club 
in  Winston-Salem  is  closing  today.  Most  unexpectedly 
this  year  has  brought  us  the  privilege  and  responsibility 
of  citizenship,  and  has  changed  in  many  ways  the  aspect 
of  woman’s  work  in  our  old  conservative  North  Carolina. 

In  making  my  report  to  you,  it  is  with  great  satisfac¬ 
tion  that  I  am  able  to  say  to  you  that  the  Woman’s 
Club  has  established  itself  as  a  necessary  part  of  our  com¬ 
munity  in  this  second  year  of  its  service. 

The  constant  and  increasing  demand  for  our  co-opera¬ 
tion  in  matters  of  civic,  philanthropic,  and  social  interest 
in  the  city  stands  as  a  proof  to  us  that  we  are  needed, 
and  if  we  are  needed,  we  are  here  to  stay. 

We  have  today  on  our  list  321  members,  and  I  am 
happy  to  say  that  this  membership  still  maintains  its 
original  democracy  of  representation,  a  widely  varied 
group  of  all  the  women  in  Winston-Salem. 

The  several  departments  of  the  club  have  offered  a 
varied  outlet  for  the  activities  of  women  with  different 
talents  and  ability,  and  more  women  than  was  the  case 
last  year  have  placed  themselves  into  departmental  work. 

The  Woman’s  Club  has  been  in  touch  with  the  fol¬ 
lowing  movements  in  our  city  and  in  the  State: 

The  campaign  against  the  mashers  on  our  city  streets. 

The  supplying  of  workers  for  our  city  playgrounds  in 
the  summer. 

A  spring  flower  show  and  plant  exchange. 

Story  tellers  and  music  for  the  Children’s  Hour  at 
the  library. 

Contributions  to  the  new  school  for  social  service  train¬ 
ing  at  the  University. 


An  economy  campaign  to  promote  thrift  and  lower 
prices. 

An  extra  nurse  for  the  children’s  ward  at  the  hospital. 

The  U.  S.  Training  Camp  for  Women  at  Asheville. 

The  equal  suffrage  fight  for  ratification. 

Survey  of  homes  in  the  city  for  incoming  teachers. 

The  investigation  of  the  moral  status  of  the  side-shows 
at  the  county  fair. 

Tag  day  for  books  for  the  Carnegie  library. 

A  course  in  citizenship  for  women.  Instruction  of 
women  voters  and  registration  of  women. 

The  raising  of  $1,000  for  the  memorial  to  our  de¬ 
parted  soldiers. 

A  movement  to  beautify  our  city  by  the  abundant 
planting  of  crepe  myrtle. 

Campaign  for  good  pictures  and  good  books  for  our 
county  school  rooms. 

The  Red  Cross  drive. 

The  sale  of  Christmas  seals. 

Petitions  for  good  roads. 

The  State  movie  censorship  bill. 

The  educational  bill  for  $20,000,000. 

The  Clement  bill  to  introduce  the  Australian  ballot. 

Co-operation  for  better  gas. 

The  community  Christmas  tree. 

Relief  for  the  starving  children  of  Europe. 

Relief  for  the  starving  people  of  China. 

The  probation  officer  problem  in  both  city  and  county. 

The  proper  equipment  for  the  tubercular  hospital  and 
county  home. 

The  late  effort  to  plant  and  keep  green  the  courthouse 
square. 

The  milk  campaign  and  the  health  campaign. 

The  self-cultural  side  of  club  life  has  been  stimulated 
by  the  literature  study  classes,  the  music  study  classes, 
the  art  study  course,  and  the  practical  training  in  dress¬ 
making  and  millinery  offered  by  the  Home  Economics 
department. 


Socially  there  have  been  several  delightful  occasions, 
the  reception  to  the  new  city  teachers,  the  get-together 
luncheon,  the  silver  tea  and  art  exhibit,  and  the  mid¬ 
winter  reception  at  which  we  entertained  our  men  guests 
in  the  hospitable  home  of  Dr.  Fred  M.  Hanes  and  Mrs. 
Hanes. 

A  great  deal  of  quite  steady  work  has  been  done  by 
all  departments  along  the  lines  mentioned  in  their  indi¬ 
vidual  reports.  Much  community  service  work  has  been 
rendered  by  the  social  service  and  civic  departments  and 
health  department. 

Especial  mention  should  be  made  of  the  splendid  flag¬ 
staff  and  memorial  for  our  boys  who  gave  their  lives  in 
the  great  struggle,  which  will  be  completed  this  spring 
under  the  direction  of  the  art  department  of  the  club 
and  the  American  Legion. 

The  course  in  citizenship  put  on  by  the  social  service 
department  has  brought  interesting  and  worth-while 
speakers  to  address  the  club : 

Hon.  A.  F.  Sams,  our  State  Senator. 

M  iss  Harriet  Elliott,  head  of  civics  at  the  State  Col¬ 
lege  for  Women. 

Mr.  A.  H.  Eller,  well-known  local  attorney. 

Mr.  D.  Hiden  Ramsey,  Commissioner  of  Public  Safety 
of  Asheville. 

Mr.  E.  C.  Lindaman,  head  of  sociology  at  the  State 
College  for  Women. 

Dr.  W.  C.  Smith,  professor  of  English  at  the  State 
College  for  Women,  who  addressed  us  delightfully  on  the 
interpretation  of  Browning  under  the  auspices  of  the 
literature  department. 

This  year  has  seen  untiring  efforts  put  forth  by  the 
housing  and  finance  committees  towards  the  securing  of 
a  home  for  the  club,  but  the  scarcity  of  suitable  and  avail¬ 
able  properties  combined  with  high  prices  has  brought  us 
to  the  termination  of  our  second  year  very  much  wiser 
and  humbler  than  we  were  last  year,  but  with  an 


undaunted  courage  and  much  stronger  determination  to 
work  for  a  Woman’s  Club  building.  Each  department 
pledged  itself  to  make  an  effort  to  raise  money  for  the 
building  fund.  P'our  of  the  departments  have  fulfilled 
this  obligation. 

We  are  more  grateful  than  ever  to  the  Y.  W.  C.  A. 
for  its  cordial  hospitality,  and  co-operation  of  its  secre¬ 
taries  in  making  it  a  delightful  temporary  headquarters 
for  us. 

There  are  still  many  women  in  the  club  who  have  not 
as  yet  learned  the  value  of  working  along  with  the  depart¬ 
ments.  Again  there  are  many  who  are  spending  them¬ 
selves  in  two  or  three  departments.  This  is  entirely  op¬ 
tional  with  the  individual,  but  we  need  workers,  for  there 
are  problems  in  our  community  today,  which  can  only 
be  solved  through  the  wise  and  persistent  efforts  of  our 
women. 

One  of  the  most  eminent  of  these  is  the  cleanliness  of 
our  city,  a  cleanliness  which  shall  be  real  and  lasting 
and  evident,  and  that  will  be  remarked  upon  by  every 
stranger  who  sets  foot  in  Winston-Salem.  Close  follow¬ 
ing  on  this  is  the  City  Beautiful  movement,  which  goes 
many  steps  further  than  cleanliness,  but  which  can  only 
be  built  upon  cleanliness. 

We  must  have  a  park — a  reallv  lovely  park,  with  plenty 
of  green  grass  and  trees  and  flowers  and  running  water 
where  children  and  grown-ups  can  go  and  be  happy — not 
a  barren  briary  patch  of  land  with  bowling-alley,  a  dirty 
pavilion,  a  soft  drink  stand,  strewn  with  bottles  and 
papers  and  tin  cans — the  most  unlovely  conception  of  a 
park  that  ever  mankind  designed. 

I  would  urge  upon  you  the  formation  of  a  strong 
civic  department  in  the  club — for  it  is  most  important 
♦■hat  we  as  women  should  learn  to  take  an  intelligent  in¬ 
terest  in  and  give  understanding  co-operation  in  civic 
and  legislative  affairs. 

The  time  has  also  arrived  when  the  colored  women 
of  our  town  should  have  our  wise  and  patient  help  in 


aiding  them  to  work  out  their  own  race  problems.  I  am 
especially  desirous  of  pointing  out  this  new  line  of  work 
to  you.  Possibly  the  kindly  understanding  which  is  ne¬ 
cessary  for  the  solution  of  all  race  problems  can  best  be 
brought  about  through  the  women  of  both  races.  There 
is  a  duty  here  which  we  dare  not  avoid. 

The  Club  has  in  many  ways  brought  us  all  into  closer 
fellowship  and  has  taught  us  to  work  together  and  confer 
together  in  a  spirit  of  openness  and  fairness  about  mat¬ 
ters  of  public  good.

NOTES  OF  INTEREST 

Dr.  W.  C.  Smith,  Professor  of  English  at  the  State 
College  for  Women  gave  a  charming  lecture  on  the  in¬ 
terpretation  of  Browning.  National  officers  of  the 
Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution  who  were  spend¬ 
ing  the  day  in  the  City,  were  guests  of  the  Club  on  this 
occasion. 

The  “School  of  Citizenship”,  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Civic  Department  proved  one  of  the  greatest  works 
of  the  Club  year.  Noted  speakers  were  here  on  different 
occasions  and  much  enthusiasm  was  developed  along 
civic  lines. 

The  Art  Department,  by  means  of  “Tag  Day” 
raised  over  a  thousand  dollars  in  one  day  last  winter. 
The  money  was  used  to  buy  the  bronze  tablet  for  the 
Memorial  which  has  been  placed  on  Court  House  Square 
in  honor  of  Forsyth’s  fallen  heroes  in  the  late  war. 

The  President  of  The  State  Federation,  Mrs. 
Charles  C.  Hook  of  Charlotte,  spent  a  few  days  in  Win¬ 
ston-Salem  the  guest  of  our  Club  President,  Mrs.  Fred¬ 
erick  Fries  Bahnson.  Several  social  courtesies  were  shown 


Mrs.  Hook,  and  she  was  present  at  our  regular  April 
meeting  and  made  a  delightful  talk. 

The  Department  of  Literature  and  Education 
branched  out  into  County  work  and  placed  over  one 
hundred  pictures  in  the  schools,  and  started  a  circulating 
library  among  the  mothers. 

The  Flower  Show  has  become  an  annual  event 
which  is  eagerly  looked  forward  to.  This  year,  sev¬ 
eral  subscription  card  parties  were  given,  the  money  go¬ 
ing  towards  the  building  fund. 

At  The  State  Federation  Meeting,  Winston-Salem 
Club  Members  were  given  signal  honors:  Mrs.  John  Gil¬ 
mer  was  made  Second  Vice-President;  Mrs.  H.  E.  Rond- 
thaler,  Chairman  of  Education;  Mrs.  A.  S.  Kennickell, 
Jr.,  Chairman  of  Music;  Miss  Adelaide  Fries  was  made 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  National  Fed¬ 
eration.  Mrs.  W.  T.  Carter  is  already  a  State  Officer; 
Mrs.  Grady  Marler  is  District  Chairman  and  Mrs.  J. 
L.  Graham’s  term  as  State  Chairman  of  Art  expired  at 
this  meeting.

In  Its  Brief  Existence,  the  Woman’s  Club  has  ac¬ 
complished  worth  while  things.  In  every  department 
its  influence  has  been  potent  and  the  city  has  come  to  feel 
that  it  has  made  good.  The  representative  women  who 
compose  this  club  are  “dreaming  a  dream”  of  their  own 
commodious  home  in  the  future — a  comfortable,  well 
equipped  building  which  will  be  a  community  center  for 
much  that  is  helpful ;  a  place  to  meet  and  perfect  plans 
in  friendly  co-operation ;  to  hear  good  music  and  good 
lectures;  to  discuss  political  issues  that  women  are  in¬ 
terested  in ;  to  hear  talks  on  good  pictures,  on  health ;  to 
meet  in  a  social  way  “over  the  tea  cups” ;  to  entertain 
visiting  ^celebrities ;  to  bring  brightness  into  our  com¬ 
munity  by  making  our  city  the  cleanest  healthiest  and 
most  beautiful  in  all  the  State. 

Shall  we  not  all  work  harder  than  ever  to  bring  about 
the  realization  of  such  a  home  as  this?

Constitution  and  By-Laws 

Article  I 
Name 

This  organization  shall  be  called  the  Woman’s  Club  of 
Winston-Salem. 


Article  II 
Purpose 

The  purpose  of  this  club  shall  be  to  form  a  recognized 
center  for  social  and  mental  culture,  to  promote  the  educa¬ 
tional,  intellectual,  domestic,  and  civic  betterment  of  the  city 
of  Winston-Salem,  to  aid  by  organized  effort  worthy  philan¬ 
thropic  causes  and  to  foster  a  generous  public  spirit  in  the 
community. 

Article  III 
Membership 

Section  1.  Membership  in  this  club  shall  be  active  and 
honorary. 

Section  2.  Any  woman  of  Winston-Salem  or  suburbs  is 
eligible  to  active  membership. 

Section  3.  The  application  of  a  candidate  for  membership, 
signed  by  herself  and  recommended  by  two  members  of  the 
club,  shall  be  presented  to  the  Board  of  Directors,  and,  if 
approved,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  club  at  the  regular  meeting. 

Section  4.  The  vote  of  the  majority  of  the  members  pres¬ 
ent  shall  be  necessary  to  admit  to  membership. 

Section  5.  Each  member  shall  pay  an  initiation  fee  and 
the  dues  for  the  year,  at  the  same  time  agreeing  to  abide  by 
the  Constitution:  She  will  then  be  entitled  to  a  membership 
card  and  shall  be  admitted  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  club 
for  that  year. 

Section  7.  A  member  may  withdraw  from  the  club  only 
through  written  communication  with  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  8.  Honorary  membership  is  left  to  the  discretion 
of  the  club. 

Section  9.  Non-payment  of  dues,  continued  and  unexcused 
absence  from  the  club,  shall  operate  as  a  forfeiture  of  mem¬ 
bership,  after  two  months  notice. 

Section  10.  Members  shall  not  invite  as  guests  residents 
of  Winston-Salem,  or  suburbs,  to  any  meeting,  but  may  in¬ 
vite  non-residents. 


Article  IV 
Officers 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  this  Club  shall  be,  President, 
two  Vice-Presidents,  Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Sec¬ 
retary,  and  Treasurer. 

Section  2.  No  member  shall  hold  more  than  one  office  at 
the  same  time,  and  no  officer  shall  be  eligible  to  the  same 
office  more  than  two  consecutive  terms. 

Article  V 

Nominations  and  Elections 

Section  1.  At  the  February  meeting  the  President  shall 
appoint  a  committeee  of  three,  to  the  Chairman  of  which  com¬ 
mittee  each  member  of  the  club  shall  send  her  choice  for  the 
officers  to  serve  the  ensuing  year.  From  the  names  thus  sug¬ 
gested,  the  committee  shall  prepare  two  tickets,  choosing  in 
each  case  the  two  having  the  largest  number  of  votes,  and 
shall  present  these  tickets  at  the  March  meeting.  The  club 
shall  ballot  on  the  officers  in  their  order.  A  majority  vote  of 
those  present  constitutes  election. 

Article  VI 
Meetings 

Section  1.  The  annual  meeting  shall  be  held  the  first  Wed¬ 
nesday  in  March,  when  the  officers  shall  be  elected  and  re¬ 
ports  presented.  The  club  year  begins  with  the  April  Board 
of  Directors  meeting. 

Article  VII 

Departments 

Section  1.  The  work  of  this  club  shall  be  conducted 
through  six  departments,  namely;  Art,  Literature  and  Educa¬ 
tion,  Health,  Household  Economics,  Music,  Social  Service  and 
Civics. 

Section  2.  Each  department  shall  be  conducted  by  a  com¬ 
mittee  of  three  (3)  Chairman,  Vice-Chairman  and  Secretary 
or  Secretary  and  Treasurer.  The  Chairman  and  other  two 
officials  of  the  respective  departments  shall  be  chosen  by  each 
department  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  annual  meeting. 

Article  VIII 

This  Club  shall  be  a  member  of  the  General  and  State 
Federation  of  Women’s  Clubs. 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  business  meeting 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present. 


By-Laws 

Duties  of  Officers 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of 
this  club,  shall  countersign  all  orders  on  the  Treasury,  and 
can  call  the  Board  of  Directors  or  club  together  at  her  discre¬ 
tion,  and  must  present  her  yearly  report  at  the  annual  meeting. 

Section  2.  The  First  Vice-President,  and  in  her  absence 
the  Second  Vice-President,  shall  perform  all  the  duties  of  the 
President  in  case  of  her  absence  or  disability. 

Section  3.  The  corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the 
correspondence  of  the  club,  preserve  all  club  papers,  keep  a 
record  of  all  applications  for  membership  and  shall  notify 
candidates  of  their  election.  She  shall  make  a  written  report 
at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  club. 

Section  4.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  a  roll  of 
all  members,  with  full  names  and  addresses,  shall  make  correct 
records  of  all  meetings  of  the  club  and  Board  of  Directors 
and  shall  be  prepared  to  report  at  each  regular  meeting.  She 
shall  give  notice  of  the  meetings  and  shall  make  a  written 
report  of  the  transactions  of  the  club  at  the  annual  meeting. 

Section  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  all  dues,  hold  and 
pay  out  all  club  moneys  subject  to  the  order  of  the  Board  of 
Directors;  she  shall  issue  all  membership  cards  and  serve 
notice  on  all  delinquents  at  the  proper  time.  She  shall  make 
a  statement  of  accounts  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  club 
and  at  the  annual  meeting  shall  render  a  written  report  au¬ 
dited  by  the  Finance  Committee. 

Section  6.  If  during  the  year  an  office,  except  that  of  the 
President,  becomes  vacant  by  death,  resignation,  or  removal 
the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  Board  of  Directors  until  the 
next  regular  meeting  of  the  club,  when  the  office  shall  be  filled 
by  election.  In  case  the  office  of  President  is  permanently  va¬ 
cated,  the  First  Vice-President  shall  become  President. 

Section  7.  The  -officers  of  this  club,  with  the  chairmen  or 
vice-chairmen  of  departments  and  chairmen  of  standing  com¬ 
mittees,  shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Directors,  which  board 
shall  hold  its  regular  meetings  preceding  the  regular  club 
meeting.  This  board  shall  transact  the  business  of  the  club,  pass 
upon  applications  for  membership,  and  report  its  proceedings, 
upon  request,  at  each  regular  meeting. 

Quorum 

Section  1.  Five  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Section  2.  Twenty-one  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  transacting  of  business  requiring  the  vote  of  the  club. 


Dues 

The  annual  dues  shall  be  two  dollars.  Initiation  fee  shall 
be  one  dollar  and  the  Federation  dues.  Members  entering 
the  club  after  October  1st  until  the  beginning  of  the  next  club 
year,  will  be  admitted  upon  the  payment  of  one  dollar  the  initi¬ 
ation  fee,  and  Federation  dues. 

Committees 

Section  1.  Five  standing  committees  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  President  after  each  annual  meeting:  House,  Finance,  En¬ 
tertainment,  Publicity  and  Membership. 

Section  2.  The  Chairman  of  the  House  Committee  shall 
have  charge  of  the  club  building  or  rooms.  This  committee 
shall  have  charge  of  furnishing  and  rental  repairs  and  employ¬ 
ment  of  janitor  service. 

Section  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Finance  Committee 
to  devise  further  means  than  the  dues  of  the  club  for  supply¬ 
ing  funds  to  promote  the  work  undertaken  by  the  club;  and 
to  audit  the  books  of  the  Treasurer  before  the  annual  meeting. 

Section  4.  The  second  Vice-President  shall  be  the  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Entertainment  Committee,  which  committee  will 
have  charge  of  all  the  social  affairs  given  by  the  club. 

Section  5.  It  shall  be  the  business  of  the  Publicity  Com¬ 
mittee  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  important  work  of  the  club 
and  see  that  publicity  is  given  it  in  local  and  state  papers, 
and  to  feature  from  time  to  time  the  work  of  the  departments. 

Section  6.  The  Membership  Committee  shall  investigate 
the  qualifications  of  applicants  for  membership  and  report 
their  recommendations  to  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Delegates 

Delegates  to  the  State  Federation  shall  be  elected  upon 
nomination  from  the  floor. 

Parliamentary 

Fox  shall  be  the  authority  for  the  conduct  of  all  the  meet¬ 
ings  of  this  club. 

A  mendments 

These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  at  any  business  meet¬ 
ing  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  those  present.
